Tilly Alcartra—The New World’s Champion 


EARLY. twenty-six and _ three- 
quarters years ago, February, 23, 

1888 to be exact, Pietertje 2d complet- 
ed her record of 30,318% lb. milk in 
365 days. This, of course, was before 
the day of official or semi-official tests, 
and these figures therefore have to be 
regarded as unofficial, although as a 
matter of fact they were very well 
verified. For over twenty-six years

official test the balance of the year. 

There is no loop-hole for the doubters. 

The impossible has been achieved. 
*x * * 

It is remarkable from what small 
beginnings will spring events that dis- 
tinctly alter the course of history— 
that mark new epochs of development. 
Thus on October 2, 1908, when Tilly 
Lou 2d gave birth to a heifer calf by 


care of her new owners she has ac- 
complished what no other cow has 
been able to do. 

The history of Tilly Alcartra, from 
the time she dropped her first calf in 
April 1909, has been a record of con- 
tinuous achievement. 

Freshening first at two years, six 
months, she made the following rec- 
ords:

our breeders have endeavored to beat 
this record, and try as they might the 
best they could do was to get just 
within a thousand pounds of it, while 
only two cows came within fifteen hun- 
dred pounds. It really began to look 
as though Pietertje 2d had set a mark 
that was beyond the limit of present- 
day capacity. But it is unsafe to make 
predictions as to what the Holstein 
cow cannot do, and this case has 
proved no exception, for the record of 
Pietertje 2d has now been surpassed; 
and the cow that turned the trick was 
under strict official supervision close 
to one-third of the time, and in semi-

The above figures show the even-

Pietertje 2d, who was mentioned at 
the beginning of this article as hav- 
ing held this world’s record for over 
26 years, with an unofficial produc- 
tion of 30,318.5 lb., 1s thus forced to 
occupy a lower position. At the end 
of her tenth month Pietertje 2d was 
nearly 100 lb. ahead of Tilly, with a 
production of 26,7371% lb. Her last 
two months credited her with 3581 Ib. 
against 3715.1 lb. for Tilly, who thus 
by superior persistency wins the palm.

97 lb. for 160 days; just 4 lb. butter 
per day for 90 days, and 4.18 lb. for 
7 days. Her best seven-day record was 
begun 61-days after calving. After 
completing her hundred days in offi- 
cial test, she was started on her third 
successive year in semi-official test. 
At this time her owners, being fa- 
miliar with her remarkable persis- 
tency, wrote me that, barring accident, 
she would make a strong bid for the 
30,000-lb. mark. Five and one-half 
months after calving she made an offi- 
cial 7-day record of 23.38 lb. butter, 
601.7 lb. milk. Our next report of her 
work came Sept. 1, when she had 


“completed 291 days, her figures at this 


time standing at 25,313 lb. Ten days 
later she had crossed the 26,000-Ib. 
mark, with, 26,048 lb., or 735 lb in the 
ten days. October 1, her figures for 
321 days stood at 27,488 lb., an aver- 
age for the month of September of 72.5 
lb. per day. October 22, her figures for 
343 days had reached the total of 28,- 


.997.7 lb. November 13 she finished her 


year with 30,452.6 lbs., not only the 


three months in calf at the close of 
her record. We have not the éxact 
date of service for Tilly Alcartra but 
on September 3, over two months be- 
fore the completion of her record, her 
owners wrote us that she was then 
several months in calf. In view of 
this fact, then, the record of Tilly Al- 
cartra takes on an added value, for 
although she has been almost con- 
stantly in test, since she dropped her 
first calf, she has bred regularly, and 
still continues to do so. 

It is interesting to study the pedi- 
gree of any great producer to see, if 
possible, where her greatness is de- 
rived. Accordingly we present here- 
with a four-generation outline pedi- 
gree of Tilly Alcartra. 

The sire, Alcartra Polkadot Cor- 
rector, deserves to rank with the 
greatest sires of his generation.

The grandsire, Chief Piebe Oak 
Duchess, has a 31-lb. daughter that 
sold in public sale for $3500, and is 
one of the best sons of Piebe De Kol 
Burke (two 30-lb. daughters), who in 
turn is the best son of De Kol Burke 
(seven 30-lb. daughters). These four 
sires form the only succession of four 
generations of sires each with one or 
more 30-lb. daughters. 

The dam, Tilly Lou 2d, has never 
been given an official record, and 
concerning her merit as a producer we 
know nothing. Her sire is a son of 
Heilo 4th’s Pet (24.92 lb. butter, 632.9 
lb. milk) and Piebe De Kol Burke, who 
thus appears on both sides of the 
pedigree. The other grandsire, Iolena 
Fairmount’s Statesman, was by Aag- 
gie Beauty 2d‘s Statesman. The dam is 
from a daughter of Eunice Clay’s Sir 
Henry, next dam, a daughter of Cham- 
pion. 

It will thus. be seen that though

Tilly Alcartra is not backed by a solid 
wall of official and semi-official rec- 
ords, she comes on both sides of good 
lines of breeding, the sire’s side, in 
particular, leaving little room for im- 
provement. 

Tilly Alcartra never broke a 7-day 
fresh record, or éame anywhere near 
the high mark. Yet, each year since 
first freshening she has been well 
inside the prize money in the 8 mo. 
after calving and yearly divisions, 
preaking three World’s Records,. win-

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ning $39 in prize money as a 2-yr-old, 
and $80 as a 3-yr-old. What she will 
win this year is of course yet undecid- 
ed, but she has practically won the 
$50.00 prize for the largest milk rec- 
ord. 

Although there are cows that have 
produced close to 200 lb. more milk in 
a week, and averaged nearly as much 
for six months as she did for one, yet 
in the long test—a full year—she has 
outdistanced all other cows that the 
dairy world has ever known.

The D. W. Wright Herd 


N MY travels around the country 
among the breeders of the Black 
and Whites, this fact has been im- 
pressed upon me—the successful Hol- 
stein man is a man that commands re- 
spect in his community. He stands 
high both socially and in business. 
When I stepped off the train at Cam- 
a few weeks ago, I was 
met by D. W. Wright, whom I knew 
by reputation only. He proved to be 
a typical Holstein man, genial and 
good natured, enthugidstic over the 
future of the breed and ag$.we drove 
through the town and along the trunk 
line. state road which leads to the 
Wright farm, it was not difficilt to 
judge of his standing as a man in the

Cambridge is a pretty little town of 
eighteen. hundred inhabitants, located 
about forty miles north of Albany. It

Within the bounds of New York, state. 
From Cambridge these New York hills

The Wright farm consists of some 
two hundred acres, a part lying in 
the valley, and a part on the hills. 


Several small lakes of sparkling spring: 


water are located on the farm, and fur- 
nish attraction for goodly numbers of 
town folk who have leased adjoining 
ground,.and come out to fish, swim and 
breathe the pure invigorating air. On 
the hillside are a large number of 
springs from which gravity carries the 
water down to supply both the Wright 
homestead and the dairy barn. Al- 
together the environment is good for 
raising healthy cattle, and I was there- 
fere expecting much of the Wright 
Holsteins. And I was not disappointed, 


for a healthier, heartier, finer lot of 
individuals I have never seen together. 
The present herd sire was bred by 
Mr. M. S. Nye, being sired by Mr. Nye’s 
Son of Sadie Vale Pietertje (33.21 lbs.) 
and from a 26-lb. dam, a member of 
the Nye show herd. Both the sire and 
dam of the young bull were by Aaggie 
Cornucopia Johanna Lad Jr., who is 
distinguished as the greatest prize 
winner and sire of prize winners of 
the breed. The bull, as might be ex- 
pected, is developing into a real show 
bull. 

The former herd sire was De Kol 
Paul Cornucopia King, a first prize 
winner at the New York State Fair,

and one of the best individuals in the 
country today. He too was a son of 
Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna Lad Jr., 
being a full brother to De Kol Paul 
Cornucopia, who holds the world’s 
milk records for yearlings, senior 2- 
year-olds and senior 3-year-olds. His 
first daughters freshened during the 
year just past and under ordinary con- 
ditions made records of 16 and 17 lb. 
at even 2 years old. He was purchased 
last year at a long price by Graham- 
holm Farm of Minnesota, and they 
later come back and purchased his 
older daughters at prices which speak 
well for their opinion of these lines of 
breeding and the individuals that go 
with them. 

In the herd now are nine daughters 
of the King, one a 2-year-old who lost 
a quarter through an injury (the only 
blemished cow in the herd), four 2- 
year-olds due to freshen this fall, and 
four calves six to eight months old. 
When we saw these heifers and noted 
their great size for their age, their 
beautiful conformation and general 
air of promise, we could not help 
thinking that breeding and feeding 
make a great combination. When 
these heifers freshen, we predict extra- 
ordinary results, and their offspring, 
again doubling up the: blood of Aag- 
gie Cornucopia Johanna Lad JZJr., 
should prove even better. 

With the exception of two ten-year- 
olds which were added to the herd a 
few years ago by purchase, the oldest 


member is six years old. The highest 
record cow in the herd is Queen Ade- 
line De Kol Veeman, who as a senior 
4-year-old produced 29.1 lb. butter, 
623.6 lb. milk in 7 days, 116.58 lb. but- 
ter, 2514.0 lb. milk in 30 days. She is 
a daughter of Sir Ethel Wayne Vee- 
man, a former herd sire whose daugh- 
ters compose the most of the older 
members of the breeding herd. She 
is a cow of splendid dairy conforma- 
tion, and looks capable of going well 


over the 30-lb. mark at her next fresh- 
ening. These foundation cows are all . 
outstanding individuals, several of 
them being good enough to show in 
any competition. The greater propor- 
tion of them now have records above 
20-lb butter in 7 days; and Mr. Wright 
picks at least three of them to enter 
the 30-lb. list next time and in looking 
over this herd we cannot help form- 
ing a high opinion of Mr. Wright’s 
judgment in matters relating to Hol-

ty which are advanced for various 
animals, Crown Pontiac Josey has one 
of the strongest for, in one important 
particular, she has surpassed every 
other cow of the breed. Three cows 
have beaten her in the yearly produc- 
tion of milk and six in the production 
of butter in semi-official yearly test 
but among all these cows not one has 
beaten her for both butter and milk. 
In fact she is the only cow of the breed 
that has exceeded the 1200-lb. mark 
for butter and the 28,000-lb. mark for 
milk. She was bred by I. J. Foster, 
Cortland, N. Y., and was developed 
and is now owned by A. A. Knapp, 
Preble, N. Y. 

She is a daughter of Pontiac But- 
ter Boy, who needs no introduction to 
the Holstein public. His 57 A. R. O. 
daughters include, in addition to 
Crown Pontiac Josey, the famous 31-Ib. 
cow, Ready Change, who produced 
720.4 lbs. milk in 7 days, and likewise 
the 30-lb. cow, Belle Traverse, and 
over two dozen others with records of 
20 to 27 lbs. Pontiac Butter Boy, it 
will be remembered, is a son of De 
Kol 2d’s Butter Boy and is thus a 
brother to Hengerveld De Kol and Pie- 
tertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol. 
His dam, Rag Apple’s Clothilde Artis, 
a daughter of Artis’ Adiantum’s Clo- 
thilde, is distinguished as the only cow 
having three offspring each with two 
or more 30-lb daughters. These include 
Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d, the first 
37-lb. cow and likewise the first cow 
to produce 1000 lbs. of butter fat in 
a year, Pontiac Artis, one of the first 
1000-Ib. butter cows and her full sis- 
ter, Pontiac Jewel, who barely fell 
short of the 1000-lb. mark. The dam 
of Crown Pontiac Josey is 2 daughter 
of Homestead Hengerveld Crown De 
Kol and is thus a sister to Traverse 
Princess Weg, the 31-Ilb. cow that pro- 
duced 767.2 lb. milk in 7 days, who 
holds the world’s official six-months 
record and a year’s record of over 
1100 Ibs. of butter and 24,600 Ibs. of 
milk. Homestead Hengerveld Crown 
De Kol is one of the best sons of De 
Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 3d. It will thus 
be seen that Crown Pontiac Josey 
comes on both sides of ancestry dis- 
tinguished for its ability to bring 
forth extraordinary producers in both 
short and long time tests. 

Concerning the achievements of 
Crown Pontiac Josey and her care 
while in test we quote from the latest 
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senting his efforts as a breeder, cer- 
tainly should be a material encourage-

she produced in seven days, 25.869 lbs. 
fat (32.34 Ibs. butter) from 640.0 Ibs.

milk; and then beginning 241 days 
after freshening, 17.833 Ibs. fat (22.29 
Ibs. butter) from 515.6 lbs. milk; and 
later 332 days after freshening, 15.185 
lbs. fat (18.98 lbs. butter) from 488.5 
lbs. milk.

that I kept a record of her milk pro- 
duction, and when she had completed 
her 7- and 30-day records, I decided to 
continue her semi-officially during the 
year. For practically the whole year 
she bad about half a bushel of beets 
per day, and for a grain ration she had 
from twenty-two to twenty-six pounds 
of the following mixture: 125 Ibs.

Soy Beans With Corn For Ensilage 


HE concensus of opinion among 
writers on this subject seems to 

be that soy beans, in combination 
with corn, greatly improve the. quali- 
ty and feeding value of the ensilage 
produced, by increasing the protein 
content—apparently there is no doubt 
in any one’s mind about that. If this be 
so, why is it that progressive dairy 
farmers make so little use of the soy 
bean? Why, if the addition of one 
load of soy bean plants to every five 
or*six loads of corn, when filling the 
silo, greatly improves the resulting 
product, why do not all dairy farmers 





plant soy beans? And especially when 
concentrated milk feeds and all grain 
feeds are selling at almost prohibitive 
prices; and the necessity of providing 
home grown protein in some form or 
other is daily becoming more apparent 
and imperative. Possibly for the same 
reason that some, in our part of the 
country at least, have not as yet adopt- 
ed the silo itself as the surest aid to 
the. production of low cost milk. How- 
ever, L think the answer, in this par- 
ticular case, is that the majority of 
dairy farmers do -not properly under- 
stand the nature or appreciate the

value of the soy bean; (or the lesser 
known begumes in general, for ‘that 
matter) and because as yet no satis- 
factory plan for the culture of this 
plant, in connection with corn in- 
tended for the silo, has been: outlined 
or generally adopted. 

Believing that our experience in 
this connection, at Auray Farms, cov- 
ering a period of several years, may be 
of interest to: some of the World 
readers, I have, at the suggestion of 
the editors, arranged this article ‘in 
order to’ give for what it may be 
worth a general idea of our plan’ and 
its results. rte 

The soy or soja bean is ‘an annual 
plant belonging to the beguminous 
group, rich in protein, and‘like all be- 
gumes, gifted with the power of draw- 
ing nitrogen from the surrounding air, 
and by means of nodule forming bac- 
teria: upon the roots, storing it in the 
soil in the form of nitrates, for the 
use and benefit of succeeding crops. 
On good corn ground the plant should 
grow some 3 ft, high and it stands 
erect, branching from the main stem. 
The stems are coarse and fibrous, the 
pods are small and rather hairy, and 
the leaves are broad, large and numer- 
ous. We use a variety known as the 
Mammoth Yellow, which, though 
coarse, and possibly not desirable for 
hay or as a soiling crop, turns off a 
considerable quantity of fodder which 
makes excellent ensilage. The seed 
is not expensive, costing but $3.00 per 
bushel, and a bushel goes a long way. 

At first we tried sowing in rows by 
means of a drill and cultivating he- 



































tween, but the results were very un- 
satisfactory; for although the beans 
did well enough, only a small weight 
of fodder was produced at consider- 
able expense for time and labor. We 
next tried broadcasting and secured 
more gratifying returns—we thought 
we were all right this time as we had 
an excellent stand and enough to 
make a fine showing in the silos. It 
would have, had we been able to get 
it there. We fill each year three large 
silos, employ a gang of 15 or more 
extra men and several extra teams for 
6 days, and during that time work at 
pretty high pressure — any delay 
means considerable expense and we 
found it absolutely impracticable and 
well nigh impossible to run in say five 
or six loads of corn and then change 
over into another field and put on a 
load of beans, which had previously 
to be cut and raked. There were 
other bad features but about the worst 
was this: be as careful as we might 
many small stones were gathered up 
with the beans and were fed through 
the cutter to the great detriment of 
the knives. So finally we gave up in 
disgust and cut and cured the balance 
of the bean plants and made them in- 
to hay—which, by the way, our ani- 
mals positively refused to eat. 

We were bound to have soy beans 
in our ensilage, however, by hook or 
crook, and one day while watching the 
corn as it was delivered at the cutter, 
tightly tied in bundles by the corn 
harvester, an idea occurred to me. We 
use a two-horse planter and plant al- 
ways in rows, and that particular 
piece was pretty weedy. The weeds 
were cut clean by the harvester along 
with the corn, and were so firmly held 
among the stalks by the pressure of 
the binder twine that held the bundles 
together, that they could not be 
pulled loose until the band had been 
cut. ‘On thinking the matter over it 
seémed entirely feasible to plant soy 
beans in the rows with the corn and 
by so doing exclude weeds and im- 
prove the ensilage with but very little 
trouble and expense. Even though the 
bean plants did not reach a sufficient 
height to be firmly tied in by the band, 
it appeared that they would be held 
firmly enough, as in the case of the 
weeds, by the pressure of the butts, 
to insure delivery at the cutter. 

Accordingly I looked up all the data 
{ could get hold of, and found of 
course that the idea of planting soy 
beans in the row with the corn was 
by no means new. What I did not 
find was a satisfactory suggestion as 
to how to go about it. Some rec- 
ommended mixing a portion of seed 
with the corn in the hoppers of the 
planter—this way we found undesir- 
able because the seed would not run 
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evenly and was unevenly distributed 
in the row. The beans were planted 
all right but at the expense of corn— 
not in addition to the regular quanti- 
ty of corn as we wanted. Others sug- 
gested going over the row after the 
corn was up and planting in the beans 
with an old fashioned hand planter. 
This method was tried and gave bet- 
ter results, but the corn (a large leav- 
ing variety), got too much of a start 
and shaded the beans to such an ex- 
tent that they did not do as well as 
expected—also there- was danger of 
covering the beans completely at the 
second cultivation. Finally we settled

pared and moisture conserved, there 
should be enough for both—certainly 
they do not use up any more moisture 
that the weeds they replace and which 
we find it almost impossible to keep 
from growing in corn planted in rows 
and cultivated but one way. At any 
rate our corn has done quite as well 
with them as without them—after the 
first few weeks possibly because of 
the nitrogen gathered from the at- 
mosphere by the beans and accumu- 
lated about the roots of both plants, 
and perhaps because of the exclusion 
of weeds. I make no claim as to that 
however but merely state the facts.

upon our present scheme, which works 
to our entire satisfaction and insures 
us an abundance of soy beans in our 
ensilage at an expenditure for seed 
and the time of two extra men, of a 
trifle less than $1.00 per acre. 

We start our two row horse planter 
and as soon as it has made a round 
or two start two men after it with 
hand planters, to put in the beans. 
Their orders are to take short steps 
and drop seed as often as possible, 
disregarding the corn entirely, and 
without trying to space regularly or 
exactly. The marks of the broad 
wheels of the planter, which cover 
the corn, are easy to follow and beans 
and corn germinate at about the same 
time and come up, and are cultivated 
together. The hand planters are set 
to drop about 4 beans in a place at a 
depth of 2 to 3 inches. : 

The beans do not seem to impede 
the growth of the young corn in any 
way—quite the contrary. Possibly 
they may take a little moisture that 
the corn plants might make use of, 
but if the soil has been properly pre- 


Our milking cows seem to “prefer 
the mixture after it comes from the 
silo to any other fodder, either green 
or cured, excepting perhaps prime 
alfalfa. We use it in connection with 
alfalfa in all our A. R. O. work The 
young stock relish it and in the win- 
ter subsist on it and unlimited alfalfa 
hay alone, and by so doing develop a 
large paunch (not conducive to beauty 
perhaps) and insure a maximum capa- 
city for utilizing large quantities of 
roughage and food material later on, 
at the time of dropping their first 
calves. 

So we conclude that soy beans un- 
doubtedly add considerably to the fer- 
tility of the soil in which they are 
grown, even though the plants are 
harvested—the roots and nitrogen 
gathering bacteria. remain. Corn 
grows as well if not better with them 
than without them, and they certainly 
add an appreciable amount to the 
total of desirable fodder produced per 
acre and at the same time exclude un- 
desirable matter in the form of weeds. 
And without doubt they contribute 
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largely to the palatability and feed- Altogether we have no hesitation in answer any questions, or give any sug- 
ing value of the ensilage produced, by indorsing the practice as outlined gestions we can, to any one desirous 
the addition of considerable protein. above, and will be glad at any time to of giving it a trial. 


FOOT AND MOUTH DISEASE “ 


OOT-AND-MOUTH disease is a 
highly ‘infectious disorder, at- 
tacking cattle principally, but easily 
transmitted to sheep, goats, pigs and 
other domestic animals. Man _ fre- 
quently contracts the disease from 
infected animals. It is generally con- 
sidered to be a germ disease, although 
the specific organism has not been 
discovered. This disease has been 
known for. many years in Europe, and 
immense losses have followed its rav- 
ages, some parts of Burope rarely be- 
ing free from it, and in other parts 
outbreaks occurring at irregular in- 
tervals. One attack of the disease 
does not.confer immunity, as an ani- 
mal may have it several times. 
Foot-and-mouth disease varies in 
virulence. In some outbreaks many 
animals die, but in most cases the 
mortality is not high, the greatest loss 
resulting from a falling off in flesh 
and general deterioration resulting 
from the disease, and the necessary 
restriction of the live-stock trade 
which follows. The disease is trans- 
mitted by direct contact, and through 
the medium of infected food, litter, wa- 
tering places, stables, cars and atten- 
dants. It is possible that the conta- 
gion may be carried short distances 
in the air. The milk of an affected 
animal is highly dangerous. The per- 
iod of incubation, or the time that 
elapses between exposure and signs 
of the development of the disease, 
usually is short, but may vary from 
twenty-four hours to twenty days. 


(Editor’s note—The recent serious out- 
break of this dread and virulent disease 
in nearly a dozen states ranging in loca- 
tion from Massachusetts to Iowa, and 
the’ consequent quarantine regulations, 
has set many cattle men to wondering 
what it is like, and how it manifests it- 
self. The following description is taken 
from ‘“‘The Diseases of Animals,’”’ by Nel- 
son S. Mayo, M. S., D. V. S.) 


Most cases develop within two or 
three days after exposure. 
Foot-and-mouth disease usually 
starts with a chill. The animal re- 
mains by itself, and there is shivering 
or twitching of the muscles. A sick 
animal moves with reluctance, and 
there is stiffness or marked lameness 
in the gait. A thick, yellowish secre- 
tion collects at the inner corners of 
the eyes and about the edges of the 
nostril. The temperature of the ani- 
mal rises from two to five degrees 
Fah. Blisters form in the mouth, 
about the feet and on the udder. 
The blisters vary in size from that of 
a pea to a quarter of a dollar, and are 
filled with a watery fluid. They soon 
burst, leaving raw sores with shreds 
of tissue hanging about the edges. In 
the mouth the blisters usually form 
on the lips, tongue, cheeks and pad of 
upper jaw. The animal champs the 
jaws with a smacking noise. There is 
profuse slavering from the mouth. 
The saliva at first is normal, but later 
becomes thick and ropy. The mouth 
is often so sore that the animal is un- 
able to partake of solid food. The 
blisters about the feet usually occur 
between the toes of cattle, or about 
the coronet, and often cause severe

lameness. One or all of the feet may 
be affected. After the blisters burst, 
raw, angry sores result. In some 
cases, the hoof may be shed, or the 
ulceration may involve the greater 
part of the soft structure of the foot. 

So far as known foot-and-mouth di- 
sease was first introduced into Ameri- 
ca in the summer, or early fall, of 
1902, being first discovered in the 
New England states, where it has been 
confined by rigid quarantine restric- 
tions, prescribed by the general goy- 
ernment and the various states. A 
vigorous and apparently successful ef- 
fort is being made to stamp out the 
disease by quarantine. Destruction 
of affected animals and thorough dis- 
infection—these are the only meth- 
ods that have ever been effective in 
dealing with this disease. Diseased 
carcasses should be buried deep or 
burned. Hides or wool should not 
be saved, nor should diseased carcass- 
es or milk from a diseased animal be 
fed to other animals. Suspected cases 
should be at once reported.

J. Gillette, the man who is famous 
because of his success with Colantha

judge and once he has made up his 
mind that an individual belongs at 
the top, no one can change it and like- 
wise no one can induce him to raise 
an individual in rank when he 
has decided it is not entitled to the 
honors. There is one thing to be 
noticed in Mr. Gillette’s judging and 
that is that the indications of produc- 
tive capacity rank first. He believes 
in beautiful cows, but he believes in 
cows that can produce at the pail and 
for that reason there was some little 
surprise expressed at one or two of 
his decisions. Reference is made es- 
pecially to the junior bull calf when a 
magnificent youngster shown by F.

They were not 
as well versed in fitting stock as some 
of the veteran show men, but they 
were fortunate in capturing a few of 
the prizes. 

The McKay Brothers, also of Wa- 
terloo, took second prize on their 
bull, Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna Lad 
7th, a sire that is good enough to 
use on any herd, for he comes with 
A. R. O. breeding that is second to 
none. Here is another case where 
the bull that is good enough to show 
is also good enough to breed.

We are told that large numbers ox 
the Belgians must die of starvation 
unless help is,sent them immediately 
The Rockefeller Foundation is pro- 
viding millions for the relief of the 
sufferers, but millions more will be 
needed for months to come, to carry 
the stricken population through the 
winter.

Late in October 
The Outbreak of Foot occurred the be- 
and Mouth Disease ginning of the 

most disastrous 
outbreak of Foot and Mouth Disease 
this country has ever experienced. 

So far as is known at present the 
infection started at Niles, Michigan, 
through hides purchased in Asia by a 
concern at this place engaged in the 
manufacture of leather belting. From 
here it quickly spread through cer- 
tain areas in Indiana and Illinois, over 
600 cases being discovered in the 
Chicago Stock Yards. 

Stringent quarantine measures were 
quickly adopted, but the infection con- 
tinued to spread until at this writing 
it has been found in fourteen states, 
all of which have been placed under 
quarantine. 

Commencing with Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island on the East, the em- 
bargo extends through New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Mary- 
land, Kentucky, Ohio, Michigan, Indi- 
ana, Illinois, Wisconsin and Iowa. No 
live stock can be moved in any of 
these states. The stock yards at Chica- 
go, Buffalo, New York, Cleveland, 
Pittsburgh, Cincinnati, St. Louis and 
Indianapolis were closed temporarily 
to undergo the most thorough disinfec- 
tion. It is not deemed likely that a 
meat famine will result, as storage 
houses are well stocked, and packing 
houses in uninfected districts are still 
in operation. 





The effect on the Holstein industry 
has been serious as outside of the 
Pacific Coast all the leading Holstein 
states are under quarantine. A num- 
ber of public sales scheduled for No- 
vember and December have had to be 
postponed indefinitely. This will work 
hardship on many breeders who had 
a surplus to dispose of, or who needed 
to raise considerable sums of money 
at this time. 

As soon as the disease is under con- 
trol, and the infected areas are loca- 
lized, the uninfected portions will be 
released from quarantine, according 
to the program now contemplated by 
the government. In the meantime, it 
is the duty of all concerned in the 
handling of cattle to co-operate with 
the authorities in the measures that 
are being taken to do away with this 
most virulent and infectious of live- 
stock diseases. 





All of the ex- 
Dairy Show Cattle Quar- hibits of dairy 
antined at Chicago cattle at the 

recent Nation- 
al Dairy Show are still being held in 
quarantine on account of the outbreak 
of Foot and Mouth Disease. Of the 
eight hundred animals exhibited, on 
November 6th, thirty had become in- 
fected, but every effort is being made 
to prevent the spread of the disease. 
Not any of the animals have yet been 
killed. All are individually segregated 
and there appears to be no danger that 
the disease will spread beyond the 
place where they are kept. 

This is a serious blow not only to 
the owners of the cattle but to the 
dairy breeds as a whole, for the losses 
cannot be measured in terms of 
money. The destruction of a consid- 
erable number of the choicest indi- 
viduals of each breed is bound to 
prove a serious set-back to the breed- 
ers who are doing most to encourage 
public exhibitions of show animals. 





America is young. We 
On the Edge of are not far removed 
Civilization from pioneer days. In 

almost every communi- 
ty the older inhabitants tell of the 
time within their remembrance, when 
the forest re-echoed the sound of the 
settler’s axe and the first clearings 
provided logs for the cabins of the 
early home seekers. To the pictures 
thus presented, distance lends en- 
chantment. A glamour of romance 
makes them attractive, and we almost 
wish ourselves back amid the scenes 
of heroic action and hardy endurance 
distinguishing the time when the vir- 
tues of the hunter and woodsman 
were combined with those of the 
courageous tiller of the soil—when 
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the land was new and stumps were 
hard to remove. 

Nearly every community has its 
traditions of the time when deer 
bounded over the hills, and bears 
and other wild animals found their 
way through the forest. Listening to 
such interesting tales, young America 
sadly shakes his head and sorrowfully 
reflects that his own lot is cast in un- 
pleasant places, where game is scarce 
and at best no larger than a cottontail 


rabbit.

In respect to these important mat- 
ters, Lacona has its advantages. Laco- 
na, long recognized as a Holstein 
center, is distinguished in other ways, 
for this is a frontier town, where meet 
present day civilization and the life 
of the wilderness. A thirty minutes 
climb over the hills to the East takes 
us from the World office to the woods 
where big game can be hunted—and 
sometimes caught. One of our neigh- 
bors, a young man of athletic ability 
(and, by the way, a Holstein owner), 
lately qualified as a mighty hunter in 
this territory. Seated on a log, he was 
awaiting the appearance of a par- 
tridge that he thought he heard stir- 
ring in the bushes, when suddenly 
from the brush in front of him, not 
more than forty feet away, emerged 
the head and shoulders of a black 
bear. Armed with a shotgun, the 
hunter was hardly equipped for game 
of that size, but without hesitation 
he gave the animal both barrels and 
then proceeded to despatch the bear 
with a club, an exploit worth the tell- 
ing, since it illustrates the kind of 
men and animals that may be found 
in and near Lacona.

Last week we found snow in the 
highlands, sufficient for tracking deer. 
For three days we followed the 
circling course of a great buck. He 
led us a long and vain chase, over 
the hills, through the valleys, and 
amid the tangled vines and under- 
brush of a tamarack swamp where 
an unfortunate accident gave one of 
us an icy bath—which, however, was 
not allowed to interfere with the hunt. 
On two different days we came upon 
the fresh tracks of three bears, evi- 
dently a mother and two cubs, but 
though eager for a bear-hunt, we did 
not attempt the hopeless task of fol- 
lowing them for any distance. In 
short, the chief value of the hunt was 
in the strenuous exercise it afforded, 
and the pleasure of being in the 
woods. The rifle is hardly calculated 
for small game, but by means of this 
weapon we did succeed in bringing 
home some slight tokens of the chase 
in the shape of rabbit and partridge, 
while a large, fine coon rewarded the 
efforts of the final day’s hunt. De-
